Would it riot be strange lf Russia, 
after pluylng such an important part 
in bringing on the war, should drop 
out of It? 


“Entangling Alliance*.” 
George Washington warned against 
entangling alliances, 
lie referred to 
America. 
If the European countries 
could have avoided entangling alii 
arn es war might have been averted. 
The entente and the triple alliance 
were both menaces to the peace of EU 
M»pe long before the war broke out. 
erne fear of the entrance of the Unit 
cd States into the great struggle is that 
ut* may conic out with “entangling al­ 
liances" and possibly the loss of out 
Monroe doctrine. 


Stop the Hysteria. 
“The situation Is bad enough; but. 
for heaven's sake, do not make it unj 
worse by exaggeration.” 
Both Sena­ 
tor Lewis of Illinois and Senator Reed 
of Missouri gave voice to that idea In 
^leeches protesting against the hys­ 
teria that prevails about possible star 
vutlon In this country.
